The Germane vented to thwart the establishment 
of this #>ven»ent; they did not alloy the chairman of the givemmenti 
Mr. 7CIKJ* to & to Lithuania; tut took no as a neater of this jpveznment 
to frur-Si There, the Lithuanian insurgents alee proclaimed another 
provisional Lithuanian government, in which Z was appointed Minister of 
Defense. In Use anna manner aa in Berlin. The Oermans, however, wanted 
to disrupt also that government. That task v»* assigned to Dr. Graefo, 
repdresentotive of the German Gecrrt Police. I was too r*pre?ent~tive of 
the Lithuanian Government who conducted the negotiations with Dr. Omafa. 

The Qaraan task did not succeed* the Lithuanian govenment did not reslga 
am! the Ger.iene thamaklves hsd to stop Ite activities. This happened on 
5 Au^et 1^1, 

At that time tlie Korean Comal s*iom»>*Geneml, Dr. Renteln, proposed 
that L hcoome tne first General Advisor.

Cemandante in Kaunas, the Austrian Major General V. lV>hl nnd the Gorman 
Major General Just. Tray were both vary favorable to the Lithuanians. 
Through them I managed to defend some Lithuanian interests. 

The Germans wanted ay active participation In the Lithuanian Conference 
to be held In Kaunas. I declined to participate. They also wanted to 
take me swiy % forma (Baron von tier Kopp and Baron van der Recks) but 
I managed to escape from them. 

In the fall of l^Wi, the Geman police asked roe to enne fiwn Ragmisburg, 
where I worked In a plant, to Berlin. Tnere, the Gomans told me th*t 
they wanted to draft the Lithuanian* residing in Ger.^uoy into the Geroan 
any, using aa a medium Dr. Pauketys and thr Lithuanian General Advisors, 

I woe offered to became the Cosot*nde?wii>Chlof of that Any, but I refused. 
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'fhen I escaped from a felahevlk am ■ to the country, thr NKVD took 
over my house, and oy wife and children vopp held under bou?e ar ost for 
about 2 vo^ka. Later, when I managed to escape to Oernony, the Russians 
arrested ay wife and put her in tho Kaunas prison. The children remained 
with the parent e of ay wife in a village. 




On 14 thm l^H the children tegrtfa nr with ^ wife 1 ® parent® vert 
reported to Siberia* 

When I lived In Xe® Angeles, Mr. ZimaUa informed ae tlrt ^y children 
were st that tine in LlUsrmla end that during • new veve of deportation® 
of Lithuanian® to Siberia, the children were taken ty the partteane and 
kept under tueir care* Since that tine 1 received no new®. 

I we® taken war prisoner after being srriously wounded, on 27 August 
1919. 1 was kept in the hospital® of Dfinak, Veliki Infed, tybin«k (Yhmslev 
Oubemije ) 22xA evacuation hospital) and in the JfcneAr war Invalid® at 
Tula, 



later, I was kept nt a concentration camp at Tula {/in Russia/ camp 
for forced labor attached to Tulr District Chala). The c*wp oonrmdnnt 
wn® the dmfclet XI seller. Re wa® forcing the W® to ©> to work, I, a® 
a wounded prisoner (loonld not walk without the help of 0 crutch), had 
boon placed for some tine to voifc at the Tula Oubpldnbeth {District Adsdiw 
lstmtlon for Rf end Reftigw Affair®)* The chief of the administration 
we® acertain SHI, a Vhite-tooolmi communist; M® Resistant was Soak, 
a Ococh MBonaist who fell Into Ibssien captivity. 

Before returning to Lithuania, I scant a few nore month® In a Moscow 
prison which was located at th® 5t. Andrlue Monastery, 

In the tprlng of 1921 an exchange of political prisoner® between TJ9SB 
sod Lithvmla took place* 

Together with me the fellawing prisoner® returned to Lithuania*
